Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application on 09/09/2009 after final rejection 
on 06/03/2009. Since this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 
CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of 
the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's 
submission filed on 09/09/2009 has been entered. 

2. Claims 2, 7-8 and 13-17 are allowed. Claims 1, 3-5 and 9-12 are canceled. 

Reasons for Allowance 

3. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter. The specific limitations of "an angle bracket for mounting to the plate body an 
electronic component having a length that is less than the distance between the first 
groove and the second groove" and "a clamping area offset from the level base plate, 
an elongated hole in the level base plate" and "a protrusion of the electronic component 
is clampingly mounted by passing the clamping area over a portion of the protrusion" in 
Claim 15 is not anticipated or made obvious by the prior art of record in the examiner's 
opinion. The specific limitations of "a second electronic component having a second 
length of extension, perpendicularly with respect to the first and second grooves that is 
less than the distance B" and "a clamping area offset from the level base plate and an 
elongated hole in the level base plate" and "the second electronic component is 
clampingly mounted to the plate body by passing the clamping area over a portion of 
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the second end of the second electronic component" in Claim 17 is not anticipated or 
made obvious by the prior art of record in the examiner's opinion. 
4. For example, Shimada (Japanese Patent 08046381 A) (from IDS) discloses a 
mounting plate (100) for electronic components (GTR) having coolant lines (12, 14, 16, 
18) integrated in a plate body (10) for a cooling fluid to flow through, wherein a fastening 
arrangement for mounting electronic components to be cooled is arranged on the plate 
body (10), the fastening arrangement has at least one first groove (GP), having a C- 
shaped cross section and extends in a straight line in the an extension direction of the 
mounting plate (100), into which at least one screw nut (M1-M4) for forming a screw 
(N1-N4) connection with an electronic component (GTR) can be inserted and fixed 
against relative rotation, and the fastening arrangement has at least one second groove 
(GP) designed identically to the first groove (GP) and extending parallel with the first 
groove (GP) with a distance from the first groove (GP) being substantially determined 
by the length of an extension perpendicularly with respect to the first and second 
grooves (GP) of the electronic component (GTR) to be mounted, the mounting plate 
(100) comprising: the electronic components (GTR) to be mounted have having screw 
holes at a distance from each other that is less than the distance of the second groove 
(GP) from the first groove (GP), and the electronic components (GTR) to be mounted 
are clampingly fixed in place at least on one side through an angle bracket by screws 
(N1-N4) within screw nuts (M1-M4) introduced into the respective groove (GP). 
Shimada also discloses an angle bracket (See Figures 1 and 4) that includes a hole for 
a screw. However, Shimada does not disclose an angle bracket for mounting to the 
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plate body an electronic component having a length that is less than the distance 
between the first groove and the second groove. Shimada also does not disclose a 
clamping area offset from the level base plate, an elongated hole in the level base plate 
and a protrusion of the electronic component is clampingly mounted by passing the 
clamping area over a portion of the protrusion. 

5. Chalberg et al. (US Patent 7,1 91 ,998 B1 ) discloses an angle bracket 30 that has 
an elongated hole 33 perpendicular to an extension direction for mounting an electronic 
device. However, Chalberg does not disclose the use of the bracket to mount an 
electronic device onto a plate with coolant lines integrated into a plate body, or a plate 
with mounting grooves. Chalberg also does not disclose a clamping area offset from 
the level base plate, an elongated hole in the level base plate and a protrusion of the 
electronic component is clampingly mounted by passing the clamping area over a 
portion of the protrusion. 

6. Herzog (German Patent 252474 A1 ) (from IDS) discloses an angle bracket that 
has a level base plate 4 for placement against a mounting plate 2 and a clamping area 
3 angled off with respect to the base plate 4 for a clamping fixation of a component 1 to 
be mounted. However, Herzog does not disclose a protrusion of the electronic 
component is clampingly mounted by passing the clamping area over a portion of the 
protrusion. Herzog also does not disclose a plate with coolant lines integrated into a 
plate body, or a plate with mounting grooves. Herzog also fails to disclose a bracket 
with elongated holes. 
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7. Furthermore, the examiner has performed the assignee and inventor name 
searches in order to identify documents with possible double patenting issues. No 
documents with conflicting claims have been found.
